MB. MURRAY'S CRECICISM OF 
CONFUCIUS, ; 


+ —— 

The Singapore Pree Pre: 

“a Student of Confucinni-m 
It ix impossible to reply fully with the space 
at my.command, to all thy poiuts raised. by 
the Rev W. Murray in his lecture,“ Where 
Confucius Fails.” In a’ general way, I may 
state, he mixes up Confucianism with the laws 
of China, variqus Chinese traditions and cerlain 
objectionable Chinese customs. and then lays 
thd blame an- Confucius for the de sof the 
i sa civilration, 
Should a Confueianist retort. by blaming thes 
founder of Christianity for all the iniquitios of 
professed Christian teachers ond nations during 
the last two thousand years we could not imayine 
thet Mr. Murray could appreciate vither his 
logic or his common. sense. 

Phe lecturer bugan by assuming the réle of 
an impartial investigator and critic, but as he 
wott on, he very soon displayed the ‘cloven 
hoof” of the ex parte advocate, begging the 
question all the while in regard,to the influence 
of Christianity upon the world. : 

Mr Murray complains of ° petty criticiems 
of ‘Christianity ; “but what after all does his 
criticism: of Confucius amount to? Confucius, 
ho admits, judging by hinnan standards, niust 
be acknowledged to have. sneceeded wll, 
| Confucius is im fact equalled only by Buddin 
in the exlent and duration of his porsonul 
influence. As a mun, Confueins lived ux near 
his standard of morals, as mny other great 
teacher bad snececded in doing, and little is to be 
thought of the endeavour by special pleading to 
belittle this great teuchor of humanity. . Confu- 
clus-was amen. “Ho was neither o perfect man 
; bor a god, But he was as a man much purer 
jo morals than any of the heroes of the Old 
Testament to whom the Judaic divinity, 
secording to Mr. Murray, revealed his will, - if 
cannot bea profitable’ undertaking to compare 
two unknown quantitier, and the bloody foada 
of Christian leaders overan jota iu conuection 
with the theoretical nature of the Logosremind 
us that Mr. Murray wus not well advised in the 
twentieth century to charge Confucius with 
having failed to tell ns about the nature of Gad. 
and to unfold to us the mystory of Jife. 

J submit that neither Mr. Murray nor Bishop 
Oldham knows moreubont the mysterivs of life 
and death than, old Gontucius did. Let them 
ponder over ths Bible, and let them tell us 
candidly what they know of these, which all 
men: will approve as true. ‘The history of the 
Western Churches isa sad commontary on this 
supposed cortitude of knowledge of truth. ‘The 
pages of that 
Even to-day Mr, Murray must know that Chris- 
tians are not, yet: agreed ou fundamental ques- 
tions.’ Roman and Greek Catholics~on the 
one hand—Protestantism of ull shades and 
colours on the othor—nre still squabbling, and 
if only the sccular power would sllow it, 
religions fouds with all their seandaly and 
Llvodshed would once more disgrace Europe. 

The attitude of Confuciani-m towards wornen 
is severely criticised. Now, so far as Confucius 
ig concerned, he never says 
woman. He does warn peoplo that women are 
difficnlt to deal with, aod even Mr. Murtay, 
ifehe will tell us the trath, must admit that 
Confucius is right. Why the New Testa- 
ment says much herder things against women, 
In fact, Poul had quite a low opinion of 
marriago, and both Jesus and Panl recommend 
colibacy os the highest virtue. The early 
Christian’ fathers looked upon women as un- 
clean.things, and in trath, the elevation of 

Laomen in Kurops is due to Greco-Roman 
influence, and to the survival of old Teutonic 
instincts towards women Taken as'a whole, 
women, in the course of Chinese history, have 
always occupied av honourable plice in. society 
and jn the home. Confucianism enjoins the 
propor education of women, bat only slong 
special lines. The Western system condemns 
a woman to submit to hor hnsband, whereas 
the Confucian teaching is that’ husband and 
wife should be “mutually obedient,” the one to 
the other, Anyhow monogamy is not the direct, 
regalt of Christianity. Nor does Confucisnism 
bard it with contempt. 

{ is scarcely to tho point to compare moiern 
China with modern England. Yot even if the 
comparison be made, the morality of China and 
Japan, the chief lands where , Confucianism 
prevails, will not be found on the whole inferior 
to that of any Western land, 

What science, rationalistic, philosophy, and 
the spread of education have dovo for modern 
Europe, can bardly be credited to the account 
of Christianity. Nor must we forget that great 
heritage of Greek and Roman oultaro, without 
which the Western ethical system could scarcely 
effect anything grand for the civilization of 
Europe.

Legge, Mr. Murray repaats 
the hackneyed charge that Confucius helped to 
lower “the standard of grathfuluerg” in China. 
Dr. Legge’s opinion deserves our consideration, 
but Mr. Murray ought to know that Professor 
Legge has published two sote of contradictory 
opinions. ‘The one written in the periad of his 
comparative ignorance of tho learning of Con- 
fucins, the other penned in tho seclusion pf 
Oxford, when he was o matere Chincee scholar. 
‘A period of many years intervened and what 
do we find ? The Oxford profesor ropudi- 
ated his early and rash onslaught on Confucius. 
But to his disgust and chagrin, the missionaries 
condeuned his vindication of Confucius, the 
result of his mature studies!! And to this day, 
there aro missionery amatenr students of Con- 
facius, who quote the crude opinions of the 
‘Missionary Legge, to disparagejthe great founder. 
of Naturalistic Ethics, despite the recantations 
of thst scholar. ‘his being so, Mr. Murray 
will not frighten, Confucians by his citation of 
Professor Legge. I could point out: inconsia. 
tencies in the acts and teaching. of no fow of 
the persouages in tho New Testament, but I 
forbear, remembering thet “In all things let 
there bo reverence” is the first lesson of Confu- 
cisn Propriety. 1 commend this text to the 
attention of Bishop Oldham, whore flippant 
attack on Confucius is unworthy of any. notice. 
do not come forward to defend Confucius 
nor to preach Confucianiem. I have felt, cun- 
strained te write thos» fow lines. because Mr. 
Marray’s lecture will otherwise prove very mis 
leading, containing as it does so many assump- 
tions, and so many questionable ststements.
